One of the nicest things 
about cinema reviewing is 
that anything new ar 
startling is launched with 
a cocktail party.

It wes brought here (sur- 
rounded by as much care O95 4

The term Todd-AO is 1 com- 
bination of the names of 
Michacl Todd, whose idea It 
was, and the inillals of the 
American Optical company who 
developed it. It is more than 
simply wide-sercen, it is also 
large screen and wide angle, 
Pictures photographed by this 
process are taken on film that is 
65 mm. wide—nearly twice os 
Jorge and taking in more tha

The film Stself Is prpjected on 
to a curved screen with a yery 
ae reflectance surface, A 
'ypical size iy 6M fect across qnd 
25 fect hich, with o cyrye 13 
fect deop in the centro, The 
great advantage’ of this new 

sterny ovér other processes is 
that, like Cinerama = (which 
those of you who bave been on 
home leave recently will have 
been tucky enough to have sten) 
it lfts the spectator right out 
of his seat and puts him down 
in the middle of the action. 
However, Todd-AO claims to be 
able to do this without the 
inevitable distortion of Cine- 
rama, 

The people who accompanied 
this glant-sized new gadget to 
Hongkong, although enthuslagtic 
about its potentialities seemed 
far more blase about their con- 
facts’ with the “greats” of the 
movie world than most film fans 
would ‘be. Perhaps we put our 
film stars on too high a pedestal!

Proved Failure 
In both types of country, 
Communism has proved a 
fallure. It fs not too carly to 
come to this conclusion because, 
quite apart) from the setbacks 
of the present, nowhere cin we 
find that mass enthusiasm which 
alone can make the success of 
Communism possible in the 
future. 

In Polnnd, the regime finds 
it more ond more difMflcult to 
conceal the widespread opposi- 
tlon to Its pollcies. On October 
8 three fishermen were scnt to 
prison for “trying to escape to 
cnpitalist countries,” Two days 
later it was reported that, at 
Lukovo, 14 defendants were 
imprisoned for “eriminal 
activities’ which resulted in the 
non-dellvery to the state of 
llvestock, 

After another eight days th

The Czecn aw horities tried 
to “break the hostility’ by 
arresting a number of subotcurs 
of public supplies who were 
dlecovered, at Girultovee, 
Arbitrary arrests followed In 
many places. Taus it was con- 
firmed in Prague (November 17) 
that n Kulak, Mrs Vochnestova, 
was arrested for “inciting rome 
of the co-optrators who worked 
on her fornfer farm not to work 
at peak periods.” 

In the third quarter of last 
year, Czechoslovak coal mines 
produced 161,627 tons less than 
the minimum target. Scrlous 
trouble has also overtaken the 
tyre industry. 


More Discontent 


In Rumania, the government's 
diMculti¢s follow the same 
famlliar pattern, The housing 
situation is scrious.

ITH mounting in- 

dignation and 

alarm, old Leopold 
Mozart read the letter which 
his son Wolfgang had 
written from Vienna. 

Tho boy, instead of being 
grateful for the patronage 
which his Grace the Arch- 
bishop of Salzburg = was 
showing him, actually re- 
sented being made to eat 
with the servants (“by the 
way, the two valets sit at 
the top of the table, but at 
least | have the honour of 
being placed above — the 
cooks’) and spol  {mper- 
tinently when his illustrious 
master would not let him 
give public concerts 


Leopold Mozart blamed him- 
self; he had spoiled the child. 
Wolfgang had become insuffer- 
ably conceited: precocious fame 
had utterly turned his head. 


As a musical prodigy of eight, 
he had paraded about Europe tn 
powdered wig and sword ond 
xold-cmbroidered court-dress; at 
14 he had recetved from the 
Popo the Order of the Golden 
Spur, In Napies his phenomenal 
playing wus attributed to a 
magic ring he wore, The boy 
wus—everybody sald—a genius 
with countless compositions to 
his credit, 


Kicked out 


But musicians, however 
talented, did not bandy words 
with archbishops. When they 
were kicked out of a room by a 
nobleman, as Mozart was by 
Count Arco, the Archbishop's 
steward, they did not even think 
of kicking back, 

They knew their place, It 
was in the servants’ room, below 
the valets, but above the cooks. 
But Mozart knew that his place 
was among the immortals. 

Even if his letters were badly 
written, they would still be of 
Interest because any lMght on 
the personality ‘of a man of 
genius ls precious, But, in fact, 
Mozart wrote the liveliest, 
gayest—and sometimes the most 
improper—of lvtters.

This has really been a week of super soccer education and provided our foot- 


ballers, and those who look after our foot ball affairs, can interpret the lessons ad- 
vantageously then the hours of work that were necessary to make the visits possible 
will have been well worth while. 


In spite cf all the setbacks, 
uncertainty and postponements 
the Austrian series looked very 
much Nke being o fAnaneial 
success and has served to 
empheelse vce again that there 
ts a public_-a big public—for 
genulne blg-time football. 


If this fact, wanted or needed 
further endorsement ft was 
surely given 27,000 times over 
by the big crowd that pneked 
tho stadium to see the Yugoslavs 
in action. . and that tn spite 
of high pricts and very short 
notice. 


All this must be a source of 
the greatest sotisfnction to the 
Football Association in so far 
as the business and financial 
aspects of the visits are con- 
corned, and it will no doubt 
encouruge them to widen their 
futuro fixtures still further, 


A GOOD GAME 


But let there be a word of 
warning at this stage. The 
cowds will fll the big 
stadium only as long as they cun 
anticipate a good game. As soon 
es the feeling gets abroad that 
our boys are no Jonger capable 
of extending the visitors, the 
crowdg wll loso interest. To 
make a match requires two 
teams. and the closer the play- 
ing strengths of ‘the two oppos- 
ing sides, the better the soccer 
tniertainment will be, 


Do not let us forget that a3 
far os these show gumes are 
concerned the HKFA 1s. in fact, 
sclling cntcrtainment. A ona 
horse race ts certainly not en- 
taining .. . except to tha soccer 
sadiat or the betting boys... 
and neither group is worth 
consideration. 


The really tmportant lessons 
from the two visits were not In 
the administrative offices or at 
the tumsules, however merrily 
they msy have ticked. The 
vital lessons, stark, staring ond 
cold, were on the fleld of play. 

The shattering defeat of All- 
Hongkeng by the Austrians in 
their first gsme here only a few 
hours after they had got off a 
plone, was really ea picce of 
frightening football humiliation, 
but provided it is reylewed in 


its right light, it could yet 
prove to be a obicssing in 
disguise. 


It has often been said that the 
Coiony's soccer throng will not

The Austrians and the Yugo- 
slavs, showtd our boys, tactics 
and skills that they Simply did 
not know cxisted. chow- 
ed them o standard of co- 
operation that destroyed all our 
pre-conceived plans, but, be it 
to the credit of some of our 
players that they made gollant 
efforts to adjust their ideas to 
meet the new measures they so 
unexpectedly encountered. 


They did this with success 
agalnst a travel-tlred Austrian 
team in the second and third 
games and there is no reason to 
suppose that, given the right 
preparation, they would not be 
able to edjust thelr general play 
to meet modern conditions. 


A look at the youthful 
Austrian and Yugoslavian sides 
showed just how much the game 
today needs young adjustable 
players. Old oxperienced men 
take a lot of convincing that the 
‘new’ can be better than the 
‘tried and trusted’....but surely 
our most recent visitors have 
shown us all too clearly that 
there are new ideas, and they 
‘proved very conclusively that if 
these ideas are applied with sill 
they make the ‘tried and trusted’ 
ones look more like ‘tied and 
rusted’,

But I am all for the boffins in 
sport. Modern coaching methods 
and a scientific approach to the 
job have prod our record 
breaking spartan breed of 
athletes Ike Gordon Pirie and 
Roger Bannister. So why should 
soccer Jag behind in the bright 
fdeas? 

Many clubs—like Sheffleld 
Wednesday for instance—already 
make use of the clne-camera at 
thelr matches. And when I was 
a Leicester Clty player o cine 
cameraman played a big part, in 
helping us to get to the Cup 
Final in 1949. 


GLARING MISTAKE 


He took shots of one of our 
Cup opponents and when tho 
film was run through we could 
sce a ring mistake which 
the goalkeeper kep! ropenting. 
We spotted the weakness, play- 
ed on it and in the actual cup- 
tle we scored through thls goal- 
keeper's error, That’s only one 
case where science has helped a 
soccer team to win. 

But the Introducing of soccer 
araphs will no doubt baffie the 
average player—particularly the 
youngster who ls only out to 
enjoy himself in a virile way. 

Yes, let’s face the facts, A 
greph may look o serles of 
squiggly lines to the uninitlated 
but they can tell a lot tp the 
intelligent manager. 

[ guther that Mr Hofland's 
machine draws a graph for 
every five-minute period of oa 
game. And it Indicates the 
strength and weaknesses of the 
attack plus shots at goal, 
passes back to the goalkeeper, 
ete, etc. 

It can also be utilised to 
follow the movements of any 
one player during the game. 


Facts and figures ike these 
are bound to be of use to the 
socecr manager when he is try- 
ing to pin-polnt weaknesses in 
his team. It is easy to form aon 
opinion of a player whilst the 
match is in progress, but often 
you are only going, on what 
you see and not actual facts, 
For Instance, the graph would 
show not only that the player 
was continually in the game 
but whether his ‘final passes 
were accurate or not. 


However, in bringing these 
mathematical formulas Into 
soccer we must remember that 
they are there to help and not 
to be the final adjudicator of a 
ability. Soccer is a 
game of chance as well as skill 
Inevitably errors creep in and 
no graph could show how 
smoothly a_ team linked up, 
neither could it recapture the 
blood tingling thrill of a dar- 
ing, diving header—such os Nat 
Lofthouse frequently does. 

Let’s have the soccer graphs 
and diagrams by all means but 
in so doing we mustn't take all 
the fun out of the game,
